In tho writ.) up of the Shiloh 
battle, Vol. V! pa 
451, the writer 
says, ‘ He (G rant) then pushed to 
th© front and found the divisions 
of Sherman and MoClernand mag 
n 1 dcently 
battling against great 
odds, 
The,* . uati 
1 was desperate. 
Grant mo vt I about from point to 
point, c a lm ly s. no’ ing a cigar and 
urgi $ 
his 
men

until the arrival of re- 
in for rem end. 
But aa the hours 
p lased and ti e "inks grew thinner 
and t! inner, nothing was heard

Buell

Finally late in the afternoon, Buell 
arrived, but accompanied only by 
a few staff officers, having left his 
arm y far in the rear.” 
This vaa 
the afternoon of the 6th of April. 
Gen. W. T. Sherman, the North­ 
ern hero in this battle, says, “ Buell 
rode up to where I was” and said 
that 
“ Nelson’s, 
McCook'8 
and 
Crittenden’s divisions of his army, 
containing 18,000 men, had arrived 
(on the afternoon of the 6th) anti 
could cross over in the night, and 
be ready for ihe next d a y ’s battle.” 
(See Memoirs, 4th ed. ch. 10(v. i.) 
But this recent historian leads one 
to conclude that G rant fought 
n 
the ~lh without the help of these 
fresh troops for he says “G rant saw 
that his troops were beginning to 
give way, and glandn - about saw 
the First Ohio Regiment marching 
toward a distant part of the field. 
He placed himself at their head 
and led the charge to relieve the 
wavering ranks, which were at this 
moment 
retreating 
before 
the 
enemy. 
The charge was successful 
and the Confederates were swept 
from the last im portant positions 
in the battle of Shiloh.” 
Just before Grant died a N o rth­ 
ern Magazine paid him, I think 
310,000 to write up the battle of 
Shiloh and over his own signature 
he said, “I was in gun shot of the 
enemy but once during the day and 
that by accident, and remained in 
danger only so long as it took me 
to 
get out—about ono minute.” 
(I quote from memory). 
Yet this impartial historian has 
Gen. Grant “ to the front, calmly 
smoking a cigar urging his men to 
hold 
their ground,” and finally 
makes him lead a dangerous charge 
that “swept the Confederates from 
their importont positions.” 
I have 
quoted from Northern heroes to 
show that this writer’s statements 
are false. 
Again in his sketch of Edgar 
Allen Poe(see Vol. IX. page 414) 
he says “Poe was a student at the 
I Diversity of Virginia, where his 
irregular nature was nurtured in 
the 
old 
cavalier 
vices 
of the 
South. 
He drank, gambled, ran 
in debt, and indulged in perverse 
pride, and was finally disowned by 
his adoptive father.” 
When and where has it been 
proven that drinking, 
gambling, 
running in debt, and indulging in 
perverse pride are vices peculiar to 
the South, or that the University 
of Virginia, our greatest institution 
of learning ever “nurtured” these 
vices ? 
I should like to quote other pas­ 
sages 
from 
these histories, but 
space forbids, but let me say that 
our citizens from the govenOr to the 
humblest day laborer should not 
give aid to any work that is unjust 
to 
any 
section of our common 
country. 
The truth of history should be 
told regardless of what section is 
favored, but told without slander­ 
ing any other section.
